We left Hare at the conclusion of our last 
chapter entering New Orleans, deeply impressed 
with the generous ‘intercession in his behalf of 
the friends whom he had made by his cour. 
teous demeanor in Pensacola; aud we also 
left him moved thereby to abandon a course of 
life which must forever bar him from the superi- 
or luxuries of honorable social intercourse—a 
specimen of which he had then enjoyed by 
stealth. His mind possessed many fedeeming 
traits, and though it had bees depraved by a 
long indulgence in vicious courses, it was ac- 
eessible to just sentiments and to correct calcu- 
lations of polity. He saw that he was playing 
a desperate game in which it was necessary to

_ honorable course"cf life, and that the sole re- 
ward of the felonious pursuit to those who fol- 
 Mewed it, was the privilege of enjoying short 
seasons of debauchery aad ruinous frolic, which, 
; alter, ‘being _experienced, leave even upon the 
Coarsest mind, a feeliug of degradation and dis- 
gust. . “This was not enotgh to induce a rational 
‘ calcalatorgto forego the privilege of enjoying the 
higher refinemepts and advantages of social in- 
tereourse. [t was a mean and inadequate com. 
peteution for that luxury of honor which carries 
its head up straight, and looks every man in the 
_ face as an equal. . Hare felt this. He traced the 
mistake he had made by allowing the boyish 
. Cenceit which had induced him to rob the old 

farmer to cling to him satil it had settled into a 

Tule of life and confirmed him as a professional 

thief; and his’ spirit which was high and brave, 

aed even chivalrous, as. far as animal courage 
was concerned, could not brook the continued 
contemplation of skulking through the world, 
and of fiying likea coward before mzn of the 
meanest qualities, because ‘they happened to be 
connected with the courts, or perhaps only be- 
cause they had a suspiciun of -his character and 
might whisper at him asa felon. In addition to 
this he was an American,“and possessed that 
matural persona! pride and love of personal inde- 
‘pendence which operates so*largely in prevent- 
ing our couotrymen from risking to wear the 
shackles of erime, and of endurioeg the slavery 
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With him the gar: had as as yet been ‘all on the 
lucky side, and as }.. bad the good fortune to 
discover its ¢.~advantages without the inculca- 

tions of any tangible misfortune, he determined 
to tarn his convictions to the best account by 
abandoning his robber’s life forever. He had 
seven thousand dollars in his pocket, which 
would suffice to take him handsomely home, 
and lay the basis of a good business of some kind 
in his native State; after which he might hope, 
by a course of consistent probity, to obliterate 
all the early impressions against him, and re- 
deem his youthful crimes into the caste of wild- 
nesses and follies. 

Busied with these thoughts, he rode on be- 
tween his two comrades without speaking, ex- 
cept at long intervals, until at length the gravity 
if not sadness of his manner, attracted their no- 
tice and remark. Hare excused himself for his 
taciturnity, however, by complaining of a head- 
ache, but whea he got to the outskirts. of the 
town, he proposed that they should separate, 
and after their arrival in the city put up at differ. 
ent hotels. He advised this course on account

There are 30,006 common thieves in Lon- 
don; 10,000 children learning crime; 3,000 
houses of stolen » nad about 10,000 com- 
non gamblers, The ‘“‘ Weekly Despatch,” an 
infidel paper, has a circulation of 150,000 copies 
a week in thecity. The population of London 
now, is about 2,250,000 souls. There are 100,000 

opie in the metropolis alone, pnprovided with 
means of religious worship. There are about 
one hundred and eight thousand femalé servants 
in London; of thishumberfrom 14,000 to 16,000 
are daily changing places. Upwards of 50,000 

Tsons are now inmates of the London work- 

ouse ; 60,000 are receiving out door relief, and 
from 1,000 to 2,000 nightly shelter themselves 
in the refuges for the houyeless. In addition to 
this number, there ate thousands who live by 
begging, and thousands more who live by crim- 
i ——* A fearful amount of misery, 
which no practical ———— seems likely 
ever jodiminish. The great poverty of so large 
a'cla®, without the means to educate theirchil- 
dren, compels them to place them to work at 
an early age. Ignorance is thus perpetuated, 
and improvidence, with mental degredation and 
sensua gratification » follows. It is so in all 
countries where the population treads close upon 
the means of subsistence, and this depression 
and degradation must be, in such countries 
fearfully augmented in all cases of scarcity of 
the necessaries of life. Under such a calamity 
Great Britain is now suffering; and it is to be 
feared that the effects will.continue to be felt 
long after the cause has ceased.

- There lived in this city about three years ago 
@ young man of wealthy connections, who was 
clerk to his uncle jn a large importing house in 
Broad street.

‘was master of an income that was adequate to 
all the rational, nay, even extravagant require- 
ments of city life. But he was not extravagant ; 
neither was he given to habits of expenditure, 
but he was ‘‘a nice young man” who pursued a 
moral and temperate system of enjoyment, 
which seemed consistent with his position and 
his prospects. It would naturally be supposed 
that a youth thas situated would be beyond the 
reach of ordinary temptation to dishonesty, or 
at any rate would not voluntarily enter into 
cfime.

‘The case was called on. The box keeper testi- 


fied to the passing of the bills; the magistrate 
to the finding the evidences of guilt upon the cul- 
prit’s person, and to his subsequent confession. 
The proof was complete. Nota single doubt 
raised its voice in the criminal’s defence. All 
was. dark, deliberate, base, unrelieved, and vi- 
cious guilt, which called for condemnation. 

The Grand Jurors had sworn an oath it 
was true—but then they sat with closed doors, 
and no one could detect its violation but 
themselves; it was true, also, that they were 
acting in the name of The People, but there was 
no vulgar rabble to supervise their conduct and 
hold them accountable for acts done in deroga- 
tion of thecommon weal! No, they, the Grand 
Jurors were omnipotent, and irresponsible, and 
conceiving the anguish and the interests of re- 
spectability to be of more regard than the integ- 
rity of the law, and ranking their pledge to the 
friends of the criminal as higher than the oath 
which they had subsequently registered before 
God, they ignored the bill, and let the “ foolish 
young man” go. 

We do not care to extend the length of this 
article by a comment on these facts at present, 
but we ask the reader, if, upon their calm re- 
view, he is willing to endure and to see perpetua- 
ted in our judicial system, a secret judgmen: 
seat which affords such protection to perjury as 
this, and before which penniless or friendless in- 
nocence may be condemned for hatred and for 
malice, with the same facility as wealthy villa- 
ny may be acquitted for sympathy and for fa. 
vor.

respective value of the different stations in the 
way of those “outside chances,” formerly 80 
extensively indulged in by the old police, and 
still so tenaciously pursued by those of them 
who live and breathe and wear stars under the 
present. : 

The Tombs, i: will appear, is the most valua- 
ble station of all, the four names of those at-

count the sum of $2319.95, and the two ethers 


from the 6th District station-honse, which is is 
a corner of the same building, increasing the 
‘sum to $2982.75. 

The Chief’s Office comes next, presenting an 
amount of $1990.06, divided among six, while 
Essex Market, Jefferson Market, and the station 
houses about town dwindle down to mere fly 
catching and the gathering of the small chores. 

This result plainly shows that the Tombs and 
the Chief’s office are the two stations of the 
highest profit and privilege in the department— 
but the exact difference of advantage between 
them cannot be ascertained by a comparison of 
the figures, as it is impossible to tell how much 
has been secretly received by their respective 
attaches, which does not appear upon the face 
of the report, and of which, from the very na- 
ture of things, not even a guess can be made. 
Enough has been ascertuined, however, to enti- 
tle us to the inference that the Tombs and the 
Chief's office are the white bread and chicken. 
fixens of the police service, and that their re- 
tainers, if not entitled to consider themselves 
exactly as the aristocracy of the regime, may 
certainly regard themselves as favored abeve 
all other of the stars. : 

A citizen possessed of a foolish notion for 
equality in all public systems, might condemn 
this distinction between the old drones and the 
new workers in the common hive, as invidious 
and unjust, but as the positions and the profits 
of the snug stations seem to give fall satisfac- 
tion to those who hold them in possession, such 
objections will probably be condemned as the 
petulant opposition of some splenetic jacobin. 

We shall probably take a metaphysical review 
of the list alluded to, again next week, and as 
this may include an examination of the pature 
of the services rendered, the analysis may be 
interesting. : 


MANUFACTURERS’ AND Mecnamics’ Banx or 
Nawstucket.—The trial of Barker Burnell, late 
cashier of this bank, for embezzlement of its 
funds, was commenced at Nantucket on Thurs- 
day. The civil suit commenced against him by 
the bank has been withdrawn on his payment of 
about $40,000. He has been in prison since Oc- 
tober. The frauds were perpetrated by false 
entries, and the cosy old Directors had been de- 
ceived and cheated by the cashier, since April, 
1843. In March, 1844, from their examination 
they believed, and led the community to believe, 
that every thing was prosperous and correct, 
when there was deficiency of over $18,000. In 
March, 1845, these venerable banking managers 
made another lucid investigation, and reported 
to the public that the bank was in first rate 
order, when in fact, at that very time the stock 
was all sunk by Burnell’s embezzlement, and 
$17,000 besides! In December after wards, Bur- 
nell resigned the cashiership and Andrew J. 
Morton was elected in his place and the frauds 
then discovered, which consisted in the entering 
of a false aceount of balances due from other 
banks, one of which was represented as owing 
the bank $19,000, when in fact there wasa ba- 
lance due the other way. The charge on trial 
is, ‘* That on the 19th of February, 1844, he fe- 
loniously and unlawfully embezzled and con- 
verted to his own use, a check of $6,000, signed 
by him as cashier, and drawn on the City Bank 
of Boston, in favor of Messrs. Sampson and 
Tappan, payable on the 4th March following.” 

The government evidence against Burnell was 
finished on Friday, and on Saturday morning T. 
G. Coffin, Esq., of New Bedford, his junior coun. 
sel made his opening speech for the defence and 
introduced his witnesses.

to discuss its merits or demerits, but it does 
know that the present police force is made up of 
efficient and energetic men, equal, if not sape- 
rior in skill, in the detection of rogues and in 
the preservation of order and decerum to any 
other city in the Union.” This conclusion ap- 
pears to be based upon the supposed results of a 
‘Special Police Notice,” contained in its col- 
umns, signed by Francis Tukey, the City Mar- 
shall, and so faras the Marshal’s exertions are 
concerned, we believe all isdoing that can be 
done to prevent crime and detect, offenders.— 
But there is an old regime of police in that city, 
as corrupt as their associates und <¢orrespon- 
dents in this city, Philadelphia and Baltimore, 
who make it their business not to “spot” or to 
drive pickpockets and other rogues out of their 
midst, but to covertly cherish and sustain them, 
in order to obtain help whea large rewards are 
offered for any “big business” that is produced 
by a combination of master spirits in crime — 
Until Marshal Tukey, and his new asssociates, 
become well acquzigted, by personal descrip- 
tion with the gang of picpockets that travel 
in and out of Boston, his “special notices” will 
be of no more use than the edicts-of a Chinese 
mandarin,and as long as these thieves are par- 
tially protected by the force of 
Boston, they will secretly snap their fingers at 
his efforts, until he can “spot” them, on sight’

The powers and duties of the Superior Court 
and the Court of Common Pleas, are to remain 
as they noware. The term of office under the 
old law expires on the first of January next—at 
which period commences the term under the 
election on Monday last. The Judges elected 
are to be classified by lot, and one Judge from 
each Court to go out of office every two years, 
viz.: om the Slst December, 1849, 185] and 3853, 
at which time a new election will take place.— 
In future elections the terms of office for the 
Judges is to be six years. The three Judges 
elected for the Superior Court are to choose a 
Chief-Justice, and of the Common Pleas a First 
Judge. No fees are to be taken by the Judges 
after the Ist of July next, but they are to be 
paid by the Clerk into the City Treasury. Sa- 
lary of Superior Court Judges $3,500; of Com- 
mon Pleas $3000. The District Attorney is 
elected for four years. 

The Senate and the major part of the Court 
of Appeals, isto constitute a Court for the trial 
of impeachments. 

Judges of the Supreme Court and of the Court 
of Appeals can be removed by a concurrent vote 
of two-thitds of all the members of the Assem- 
bly and a majority of all the members of the 
Senate. All other Judges of Courts of Record 
cam be removed for cause by the Senate on the 
recommendation of the Governor; and Judges 
and Justices of inferior Courts, not of record, 
may be removed for cause by the Supreme Court 
at any general term—the parties in all cases to 
be notified previously and to have an opportunity 
to be heard. All actions, except those for as- 
sault and battery, false imprisonment, slander, 
libel, breach of promise, crim. con., or seduc- 
tion, may be tried before a Judge without a 
jury, all the parties in the suit consenting there- 
to.

THE PAUPER COUNTESS. 
Monnar, Jowe 14th. 

Gentlemen.—I noticed in your paper of the 22d May, 
a report of the proceedings in a London Police Court, 
in which the Countess of Mornington figured as an 
applicant for pauper relief against her husband, Wil- ! 
liam Wellesley Pole Long, the Earl of Morningtoa; 
and I also observed in your last week’s paper, some 
editorial remarke in explanation of the positién and 
character of the respective parties to the case. As, 
however, your account, though correct, is not full, 
and as the history of the pair involves a romance of 
peculiar interest, I will take the liberty of offering 
you a brief sketch of its main features." . 

The name of the present Ear! of Mornington was 
William Wellesley Pole, and he is a member of the 
Wellesley family of which the Duke of Wellington is 
the distinguished head. Instead of being creditable to 
his connections, however, he became, yon 
arriving at his majority, a reckless, brutal debauchee, 
and carried his excesses to such a degree, that he was 
net only discarded by his family, but generally avoid. 
ed by all persons of an equal rank as a discreditable 
acquaintance. After having spent several years in 
licentious luxury, he fell in with an emiable young 
lady named Tilney Long, who, in addition to the pos- 
session of a fine person and exemplary character, was 
the richest heiress in the British dominions. 

Being a man of dashing appearance and fascinating 
manners, Wellesley Pole attracted the young lady’s 
attention, and soon succeeded in obtaining that favor 
in her eyes which the worthiest nobleman of the 
kingdom had sought to inspire in vain. She was 
warned against his character, but warped with pas- 
sion, and betrayed by the false maxim, that “a reform- 
ed rake makes the best husband,” she trusted to her 
hopes and married him—binding him to no condition 
beyond the incorporation of her name with his own. 
She soon found that she had made a fatal mistake, and 
had not only to experience the mortification of his per- 
sonal neglect, but to deplore the wanton squandering 
of her immense property. No extravagance was too 
great for him, and to such an extent did he carry his 
waste, that even the venerable oaks which stood 
around the manor houses of her vast estates, were cut 
down to supply his disgraceful wants. 

While pursuing this career, he met with the beauti- 
ful wife of Captain Bligh in the fashionable circles of 
London society, and being struck with her extraordi- 
nary charms, he adopted towards her a series of 
attentions that finally effected her seduction. The 
guilt of the parties‘was soon discovered. The seducer 
left for the continent to escape the vengeance of the 
husband, and the wife of the fugitive retired from so- 
ciety, the victim of a broken heart.

The field being thus cleared of thé two obstacles to 
their guilty amour, Mrs. Bligh and William Wellesley 
Pole Long resumed their connection, and for the pur- 
pose of making it tolerable to society, got married to 
each other. 

«A connection thus begun, was not calculated to be 
of a lasting character, and the seducer falling into the 
possession of the title of Earl of Mornington by his fa- 
ther’s death, expelled her from his establishment alto- 
gether, allowing her a thousand pounds a year for her 
support. It appears, however, from the recent pro- 
ceedings of the Marble street Police Court, as repub- 
lished in your paper, that the Right Honorable Earl, 
with characteristic regard for his contracts, has not 
paid any portion of this sum for a period of fourteen 
years, and that my lady the Countess has been obliged 
in consequence to apply toa police court for pauper 
relief to keep her from the parish poor house. This, 
gentlemen, is but gne chapter in the morals of 
aristocracy ‘of London. This is the “ unfortunate and 
much abused lady” whom your female readers doubt- 


is the “ generous gentleman” whose inordinate wife 
refused to receive, according to the report, the sum of 
$4000 a year, as sdequate to the wants of her station. 

I trust that they will be recognised in their true 
light, and I also trust that while the reader condemns 
them toa deserved infamy, that I shall gain my object 
in writing this article, by impressing upon them ano- 
ther proof, that a rake seldom reforms until nature 
gives out, and that a man, who has been once tho- 
roughly corrupted, is likely to make the mort danger- 
ous of husbands.

A New Counrznrnit.—We are indebted to a friend 
for a view of a new counterfeited $5 note on the Bank 
of Cincinnati, Ohio, which hes just. been issued in 
Pittsburg. A number of these notes were passed in 
that city by a man who, it is believed, left there for 
the eastward. The notes ¢re so well engraved as to 
be nearly perfect imitations of the genuine, and have 
already deceived good judges of bank paper. We put

only apparent means by which they mey be detected 
—asmall blur appears at present on the right side of 
the heed of Lafayette, and its existence is a reliable 
evidence of the spurious character of the peper, but 
when the notes become a little worn this will be but a 
poor test.
